REPRODUCED  FROM  ACTUAL  PHOTOGRAPH 

We  have  imported  our  cabbage  seed  direct  from 
the  growers  in  Denmark  for  the  past  six  years, 
learning  by  experience  that  this  seed  was  more  uni- 
form in  quality,  was  true  to  type  and  always  of  high 
germination. 

Tests  made  by  Cornell  have  shown  our  seed  free 
from  disease  and  in  two  variety  tests  conducted  by 
the  State  College  in  1924,  Olsen’s  seed  which  we 
sell,  showed  heaviest  tonnage  out  of  17  strains  of 
imported  and  domestic  Ballhead  seed  used  in  these 
tests. 

The  growers  of  this  seed  state  that  it  is  free  from 
disease,  tests  made  by  Cornell  have  proven  it  so; 
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there  is  therefore  no  need  of  treating  the  seed,  which 
process  so  frequently  injures  the  germination. 

Aside  from  the  Ballhead  we  import  several  vari- 
eties of  early  cabbage  including  the  Copenhagen 
Market.  Another  cabbage  which  we  have  found  a bet- 
ter yielder  than  most  reds  is  our  Red  Kissendrup, 
this  is  a heavy  yielding  dark  red  strain  which  pro- 
duces very  heavy  tonnage. 

When  bought  in  even  pounds  the  Ballhead  seed 
will  be  delivered  in  sealed  bags,  fractions  of  a pound 
are  re-sacked.

We 
handle  only  domestic  clover  seed  of  brands  that  are 
well  known  in  this  locality  and  which  are  a sure 
indication  of  quality.  These  include  Conklin’s,  G. 

L.  F.  and  Craver-Dickinson’s  seed.

Sown  with  oats  and  winter  vetch  these  peas  pro- 
duce an  abundant  crop,  which  makes  most  valuable 
ensilage  or  if  allowed  to  come  nearer  maturity  be- 
fore cutting,  makes  desirable  hay.  If  seeding  is  done 
with  this  crop,  the  vetch  makes  a valuable  addition 
to  the  clover  hay  the  following  year.

Coming  into  general  use  within  the  last  two  years, 
Soudan  Grass  has  already  demonstrated  its  value  as 
a forage  crop  or  for  hay.  It  makes  a larger  growth 
than  Millet;  will  produce  two  crops  and  cattle  prefer 
it  to  any  kind  of  millet. 

SOY  BEANS  MEAN  MORE  CASH 

Instead  of  waiting  for  the  price  of  milk  to  go  up, 
which  isa’t  apt  to  happen,  start  now  to  produce 
milk  at  lower  cost.  Three  crops  that  will  help  you  do 
this  are  Alfalfa,  Root  crops,  such  as  Mangels,  Tur- 
nips, Cabbage  or  Soy  Beans.  The  real  value  of  the 
latter  crop  is  just  being  realized. 

Soy  Bean  hay  cut  before  beans  have  ripened  has 
a greater  value  in  protein  and  fats  than  Alfalfa  hay. 

Sov  Beans  cut  green  and  packed  with  corn  for 
silage,  will  make  a perfect  ration  of  much  greater 
value  than  corn  alone. 

Soy  Beans  when  planted  with  corn  aid  its  growth 
rather  than  curtail  it;  the  nitrogen  gathered  by  the 
beans  becomes  available  for  the  com. 

Five  years  ago  the  production  of  Soy  Beans  was 
limited  to  a small  southern  area,  this  year  over  3,- 
000,000  acres  were  grown.  The  increased  production 
only  serves  to  prove  the  value  of  this  crop.  Our 
seed  this  year  is  early.  Being  northern  grown  it  is 
well  adaptedi  to  this  locality. 

Sunflower  is  a most  desirable  crop  for  ensilage; 
cut  when  about  one-fifth  in  seed  before  stalks  be- 
come hollow,  it  compares  with  alfalfa  for  feeding 
value. 

Dwarf  Essex  Rape — Particularly  desirable  for 
hogs,  hens  or  sheep,  makes  a quick  growth  and  can 
be  pastured  down  or  mown  repeatedly.

The  week  of  March  15th  has  been  designated  as 
Farm  Implement  Display  Week,  and  now  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  Department  of  Farms  and  Markets 
has  named  it  as  Farm  Implement  Repair  Week. 
Look  up  the  repairs  you  are  to  need,  bring  the  order 
with  you  when  you  come  in,  the  week  of  the  15th, 
we  will  give  the  order  good  attention,  then  when 
repairs  ave  wanted  you  will  have  them. 
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Cutting  through  field  of  our  West  Branch  Sweep- 
stakes  on  farm  of  Spencer  Aldrich  near  Norwich. 
Note  heavy  foliage  on  bundles  that  appear  to  cover 
the  ground. 

Mr.  Aldrich  has  used  our  West  Branch  Sweep- 
stakes  seed  for  five  years  and  says  his  1925  crop 
was  the  best  he  ever  raised.

Association,  it  will  be  from  his  crib  this  year  and 
customers  have  the  assurance  that  in  buying  our 
seed  they  are  getting  the  best  put  out  by  this  as- 
sociation, theirs  is  the  only  certified  West  Branch 
Sweepstakes. 

This  seed  has  not  been  injured  by  freezing  and  is 
guaranteed  better  than  90%  germination. 

Lancaster  Co.  Sure  Crop — This  is  a southern 
Pennsylvania  grown  early  maturing  variety  of  the 
Sweepstakes  type,  it  makes  a large  leafy  growth  and 
is  an  excellent  ensilage  corn. 

Long  Island  Luce’s  Favorite — Is  too  well  known 
to  need  comment,  our  stock  is  from  the  same  de- 
pendable source  as  in  former  years  and  the  quality 
equal  to  the  best. 
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Conklin’s  Early  Wonder — An  excellent  early  en- 
silage variety  of  the  Sweepstakes  type  put  out  by 
E.  W.  Conklin  & Son. 

Blue  Mountain  Ensilage — A superior  strain  of  the 
large  Eureka  corn.  This  seed  is  Virginia  grown, 
is  selected  for  seed  purposes  and  is  the  largest 
growing  ensilage  corn.

King  Philip — This  is  a red  glaze  corn,  making  a 
large  growth  of  stalk  and  yielding  far  ahead  of 
most  yellow  varieties,  a ninety  day  corn. 

Sanford  White — Our  stock  is  early  and  will  mature 
in  almost  any  locality. 

Eight  and  Twelve  Yellow  Flint — Many  people  pre- 
fer yellow  corn  and  it  is  always  dependable.  We 
have  a good  seed. 

We  handle  only  locally  grown  flint  corn,  experience 
has  shown  that  this  corn  when  shipped  in  from 
other  localities  is  not  apt  to  mature  here,  we  there- 
fore sell  only  local  grown  seed. 

Grown  with  corn  Sunflowers  make  a valuable  ad- 
dition to  silage,  not  only  increasing  the  tonnage 
but  adding  materially  to  the  feeding  value.
